BROOKFIELD WOLF 
FOUND DEAD IN N.IVI. 


Ernesta was freed to be 
part of recovery program

Ernesta, the Mexican wolf that was removed 
from captivity at Brookfield Zoo to be part 
of a recovery program in the wild, was found 
dead in western New Mexico, officials said. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildfife Service con- 
firmed that Ernesta’s body was found Jan. 7 in 
the Gda "Wilderness Area. 

The cause of death is under 
investigation. 

Spokesman Jeff Hum- 
phrey said that while her 
death is disappointing, “her 
life demonstrates all of the 
work, trials and setbacks of 
trying to get new genetics 
into the wild population.” 

Mexican wolves once 
heavily populated the 
Southwest but were wiped 
out in the mid-1970s. They 
were listed as endangered in 1976, and in the 
late ’70s a breeding program was started to 
save the animal from extinction. 

Benjamin Tuggle, southwest regional direc- 
tor of the U.S. Fish and "Wildlife Service, said 
the Mexican "Wolf Interagency Field Team 
has counted 109 of the wolves in Arizona and 
New Mexico. He added there still may be 
more uncounted in the latest winter survey 

Tuggle said this is the largest number of 
wolves since reintroduction of the wolf to the 
region began in 1998, when ii Mexican wolves 
were reintroduced to U.S. land. 

“The Mexican wolf experimental popula- 
tionhas come alongway,”Tuggle said. “I would 
say that we’ve been successful in saving the 
Mexican wolf from the brink of extinction.” 


Among those 109 wolves are a minimum 
of 38 wild-born pups, according to the 2014 
count, and at least four of those pups were 
born to Ernesta during her short but adven- 
turous life. 

Born in captivity in 2008, she came to 
Brookfield Zoo in 2010. In 2012, she was cho- 
sen to be part of the Mexican Wolf Recovery 
Plan and moved to the SeviUeta Wolf Manage- 
ment Facility in New Mexico to be prepared 
for release. 

A first attempt to release 
her and a mate into the wilds 
of Arizona was canceled be- 
cause of an existing pack of 
wolves, and in 2013, Ernesta 
returned to SeviUeta. 

In April 2014, a pregnant 
Ernesta and a new mate 
were released in Arizona 
but the wolves separated. 
Ernesta estabUshed a den 
and delivered six pups 
alone. 

Because she was inexperienced and alone, 
field workers captured her and her newborn 
pups and transplanted two of the six to be fos- 
tered by another wolf— the first time cross- 
fostering was done in the wild, according to 
Humphrey It proved successful. 

Ernesta and her remaining four pups were 
returned to SeviUeta and re-introduced to her 
first mate, and in July 2014, the six were trans- 
ported by mule into the Gila Wilderness Area 
in New Mexico and released. 

Brookfield Zoo staff members were sad- 
dened to hear of Ernesta’s death, said Joan 
Daniels, the zoo’s associate curator of mam- 
mals. But they are encouraged, she said, “be- 
cause we know her offspring are in the wild.”

Mexican gray wolf population grows in Southwest

PHOENIX Although the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service has announced a rebound in the pop- 
ulation of Mexican gray wolves in the South- 
west, conservation groups say more work 
needs to be done. 

Michael Robinson, conservation advocate 
with the Center for Biological Diversity, said 
his organization is excited that the Mexican 
gray wolf population has reached more than 


too animals in Arizona and New Mexico. But 
he said recovery is a far off because of mis- 
management by wUdlife officials. 

“The Mexican wolf is still in grave peril,” 
Robinson said. “To make sure that they’re no 
longer in danger of extinction, there would 
have to be a total of 750 of them at a minimum 
distributed among three populations.” 

He said inbreeding, which decreases the 
survival rate of pups, is the biggest threat to 


the wolves. Robinson said more wolves need 
to be released into the wild to increase the 
population’s genetic diversity, adding that the 
number of wolves released is impeded by what 
he considers arbitrary goals set by the service. 

But a new rule expanding roaming area of 
the Mexican gray wolf, which goes into effect 
Tuesday, should make things slightly better, 
Robinson said. 

Eva Sargent, Southwest program director 


for Defenders of Wildlife, said in a written 
statement that conservationists also need to 
fight a federal cap on the population of wild 
Mexican gray wolves. 

“These imperiled wolves have made it this 
far; now the only way they are really going to 
be saved is if the service ... implements a re- 
covery plan that is guided by science, not poli- 
tics, and makes long-term lobo recovery, not 
arbitrary numbers, its goal,” she said.

Reaching out to young homeless 


Young homeless get 
help from those whoVe 
walked in their shoes

Milton Chalmers can’t see the Chicago sky- 
line from his modest bedding underneath 
the iron framework of Lower Wacker, but it 
doesn’t stop him from thinking there’s a place 
for him beyond Skid Row 

“I want to be in the Army,” said Chalm- 
ers, 21, who has been homeless for two years. 
“They said I’m still young enough to join.” 

All Chalmers owns is in a pile on the 
sidewalk: a couple of blankets, pillows and 
clothes. He doesn’t go to well-trafficked spots 
to panhandle. Almost every day, he stands on 
his stretch of two cement squares, leaning on 
a steel beam, hoping a kind soul hands him a 
dollar, maybe five, if he’s lucky 

On a recent January night, he was greeted 
by a different kind of visitor. The city’s De- 
partment of Family and Support Services 
worker, outfitted with a pen and clipboard, 
was there to learn about his situation. 

For the first time in the department’s fed- 
erally mandated count of homelessness, the 
agency appointed a special team of formerly 
homeless youths to interview unaccompanied 
young people like Chalmers. 

Tyshon Shepard, 24, who has struggled 


with homelessness since he was 18, was one of 
the volunteers. 

“For me, it’s not hard to connect with 
them,” Shepard said. “I use my personal expe- 
rience, and I draw them in to see if it’s OK to 
refer them to a certain program.” 

While 300 volunteers and 150 city workers 
fanned out to nine designated locations across 
Chicago, Shepard and roughly two dozen vol- 
unteers who were formerly homeless youths 
were given free rein to search the city 

“They’re the experts,” said Adriana Ca- 
marda, the department’s chief planning ana- 
lyst. “We want to improve the methodology 
because some groups don’t want to be found, 
but we want to find them to help them.” 

The youth team began at the city’s four 
drop-in centers, which are not shelters but 
serve as daytime locations where young peo- 
ple can find basic necessities, such as food, 
showers, laundry facilities and clothing. 

“It’s a young person talking to another 
young person who’s had the same life experi- 
ences,” said John Pfeiffer, the department’s 
first deputy commissioner, who led a team 
surveying homelessness in the Loop. “So, we 
break through a lot of barriers immediately 
and get a lot more direct communication.” 

The count, required by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
and Chicago, along with other major cities. 


tallies and interviews people with temporary 
housing situations. This includes those living 
on the streets, in shelters, on public trans- 
portation, in parks and in cars. It’s generally 
conducted in the last two weeks of January, 
typically the coldest time of the year, to get 
the largest count of homeless people in shel- 
ters. This year, Chicago placed special atten- 
tion on young people by extending the hours 
to search for and survey those 24 and younger. 

“It’s obviously unacceptable that any young 
person should be left out on the streets when 
their social support network doesn’t function 
well,” Pfeiffer said. “In order to do our best 
work we are really anxious to have the best 
numbers possible.” 

A city of Chicago count conducted in Janu- 
ary 2014 found 6,294 homeless individuals: 
5,329 in shelters and 965 living on the streets. 
Young people, 24 and younger, make up 
41 percent of the population in Chicago shel- 
ters and more than 8 percent on the streets. 

In the case of the young homeless, many 
run away after experiencing abuse at home. 
Others are kicked out by their parents for a 
number of reasons, including becoming preg- 
nant or for their sexual preference. 

Pfeiffer said he hopes volunteers will be 
able to poll at least 10 percent of the home- 
less people on the street to create an accurate 
snapshot of homelessness in the city.

The slain gunman suspected in the deadly Co- 
penhagen attacks was a 22-year-old with a his- 
tory of violence and may have heen inspired 
by Islamic terrorists— and possibly the Char- 
lie Hebdo massacre in Paris, Danish authori- 
ties said Sunday 

Prime Minister Helle Thorning-Schmidt 
mourned the two people killed and vowed 
to protect freedom of speech and Denmark’s 
Jewish community 

The suspect was killed in a gun battle with a 
SWAT team early Sunday He had opened fire 
Saturday at a cultural center hosting a seminar 
on free speech with an artist who had carica- 


tured the Prophet Muhammad and then later 
at security forces outside a synagogue. 

A Danish filmmaker was killed in the first 
attack. Nine hours later, a security guard pro- 
tecting a bat mitzvah near a synagogue was 
slain. Five poHce officers were wounded. 

Jens Madsen, head of the Danish inteUi- 
gence agency PET, said investigators believe 
the gunman “could have been inspired by the 
events in Paris.” Last month Islamic militants 
carried out a massacre at the French satiri- 
cal newspaper Charlie Hebdo followed by an 
attack on Jews at a kosher grocery, killing 
17 people.

The Jeff is the 
perfect option for those seek- 
ing a little spice, thanks to 
the inclusion of funky fresh 
agricole rum, bitter Bonal 
Gentiane Quina (a French 
aperitif wine) and herbaceous 
yellow chartreuse. Beverage 
director Mae Governale came 
up with the drink when friend 
Jeff Donahue, managing 
partner of Humboldt Park bar 
Sportsman’s Club, was feeling 
under the weather, hence the 
name: Jeff.
